ing Goes On

NEW 1IT ORDERS THAWTOIflTREAL 


ORDER TO PRODUCE THAW 


IN MONTREAL AT ONCE. 


Montreal. Sept. 5.—Judge Gervais 


today issued a writ of habeas corpus, 
calling for the production of Harry 
K. Thaw in Montreal at once. 


This statement was mode this aft- 


ernoon by the. Montreal Herald, which 
says it has learned on good authority 
that, 
the 
writ 
was 
procured on 


Thaw's behalf by two members of 
his legal staff, J. N. Greenshields and 
N. K. I/aFlainme, 
The ground tak- 


en, it is said, is that Thaw is not an 
immigrant in the, true sense of the 
word. 


The statement of the Herald lacks 


official confirmation. • 


Should the writ be sustained Thaw 


will be brought to Montreal where 
hi? case will be heard before the 
rourt of appeals. A special train, it 
is said, was held in readiness this 
afternoon to take Thaw's Montreal 
Inwycrs to ,Coaticook to serve the 
writ upon Thaw's custodians there. 
Judge Gcrvais is on the court of 
King's bench.

Th« reason wan that Mr. Jerome was 


in jail. For nearly an hour he stood in 
a small 'coll in the C'onticook lockup, 
charged with gambling on railway prop 
erty. Shortly before noon he was re- 
leased on $500 bail for further hearing 
before a magistrate tomorrow morning. 


Meanwhile the special board of in- 


quiry, sitting to determine whether 
Thaw shall be deported, heard two wit- 
nesses and reached no decision. 
The 


session, in secret, was still going on at 
noon and the word went out that the 
hearing would be continuous until a ver- 
dict had been found. The witnesses ex- 
amined in the forenoon were Thaw him- 
gelf and Franklin Kennedy, deputy at- 
torney general of New York. 


Asked But One Question. 


Thaw WBS on the stand less than two 


minutes. He was asked one question: 


"Are you the man who killed Stan- 


ford White?" 


"On the advice of counsel I decline to 


answer," said Thaw. He was then ex- 
nised. 


At, this point, a recess was taken and 


later Mr. Kennedy was railed.

1 identified 
the 
commitment on 
which 


Thaw was first sent to Mattcawan and 
the decrees remanding him there after 
his defeat in various habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings in New York. 


The board adjourned at 1 o'clock with 


the announcement that a decision would 
be made at 4 p. m. 


The Arrest of Jerome. 


Jerome's arrest grew out of his in- 


formal card game played with reporters 
on a FUit case yeeterd'ay near the Grand 
Trunk railway station where Thaw is 
held in the immigration pen. 


It sent a thrill through the town and 


crowds followed the former district at- 
torney to the jail, some hooting him, 
some shouting "Hooray for Thaw! 
Dc- 
| port Jerome!1' 


Thaw's 
lawyers unanimously denied 


[that they were in any way responsible 


I for Jerome's arrest and Milford AM. 


I rich, the complainant, said he had acted 
merely as a public spirited citizen. He 
is :> mil! hand. 
He complained to the 


crown prosecutor that h« saw Jerome 
playing cards and this morning Justice 
of the Peace James McKee signed tho 
warrant. 


'Jerome had just stepped, from the tel- 


ephone booth at his hotel when Police- 
man Johnson Andrews, somewhat difti- 
dent and uncertain of what would hap- 
pen, told him he was under arrest 


Arrest Stuns Jerome. 


Jerome started 
with 
surprise, then 


smiled gravely, and -was led away to 
jail. Hector Vcrrett, of counsel for New 
York in -toe Thaw proceedings, rushed to 
the jail, confirmed reports of his asso- 
ciate's predicament, and then went to 
the office of the justice of the peace and 
drew up a bail bond. Hnnson, the pros- 
ecutor, followed him and told the jus- 
tice In no uncertain terms that the pris- 
oner could not be admitted to bail at 
once, but should be held for twenty-four 
hours, perhaps forty-eight hours. 
Tho 


old justice was in a quaudarj'. 


"I'll have, to look up my law books,"' 


he said. 


"I demand Jerome's release at once," 


shouted Vcrrett. "This Is an outrage. 
Don't do anything hasty. What author- 
ity havo you to release this man." 


McKee fingered his beard and scratch- 


ed his head. Finally he decided that he 
would go to the court house and see 
what could be done. 


Bail Quickly Arranged. 


Mr. Jerome was brought in and in five 


minutes the formalities were arranged. 
Face to face with him in the little court 


At the outset of this campaign for non-partisan govern- 


men: in Fort Wayne, the non-partisan city central com- 
mittee wants the people to know all about the movement- 
why it is afoot, what it is purposed to accomplish, and the 
pledges it offers for the performance of what it promises 
to do.

at the same time, less expensive to the taxpayers. It is 
not a projct of politics confined to Fort Wayne. It is 
the manifestation here of a. great movement many years 
old, now countrywide, and spreading into every nook and 
corner of the nation, to take local government from the 
hands of partisans and spoilsmen and restore it to the peo- 
ple. 


The non-partisan movement is a civic principle imbedded 


in common sense and supported by tbe logics of home rule. 
Fort Wayne did not discover this principle, did not give it 
foyn, and ia almost the last, and not the first, to under- 
take its expression. Fort Wayne is merely trying to catch 
up with tbe procession of American cities, now numbering 
some three hundred or more, that have quit the folly of 
partisan politics and placed the administration of their 
affairs on the higher plane of the common good. 


That this movement, in which Fort Wayne is a trailer, 


should be described as the conspiracy of men seeking of- 
fice or denounced as tbe plot of corporations is nonsense 
so rank it can deceive no one. The non-partisan political 
movement in Fort Wayne has no other purpose than the 
greatest good of all the people, the highest welfare of all 
the taxpayers, and tbe best progress of the entire city. 


It is a people's movement. 
Tinder their judgment, with 


their consent, and by their dictum, it must stand or fall. 
From the outset of this purpose to unite the taxpayers of 
Fort Wayne in the election of a non-partisan government, 
nothing has been done in which all the voters have not 
been invited and given the opportunity to take part- 


All the hostile talk and publication of "locked doors," 


"back room conferences" and "star chamber sessions" are 
parts of the frantic effort to befog the real issues in this 
campaign and tc conceal in a murk of distrust and sus- 
picion the gre.it and vital questions that are uppermost. 
We do not believe the people of Fort Wayne can be fooled 
by such nonsense or misled by its authors. 


The committee in charge of this campaign wants all the 


votert of the city to understand the questions at issue in 
the contest. It wants to address the unprejudiced feelings 
and opon minds of all the voters who feel a sincere in- 


terest in the welfare of the city. It wants to have the 
voters understand and appreciate that this movement is 
their own and that it is designed to make municipal rule 
better for the city and all who live in it. 


The committee hopes to clear the minds of the voters 


from auy doubt or confusion that may have arisen from 
the personalities and misrepresentations with which this 
movement has been assailed. Its purpose in the campaign 
will he to enlighten the people as to what has been done 
and what it is intended to do. It wants to fix clearly in 
the minds of the voters that a solution of the problems 
that confront Fort Wayne has notning to do with the for- 
tunes of the democratic, republican or progressive parties 
in the state or nation. 


The government of Fort Wayne cannot be run according 


to the policies on tariff or currency as stated by the na- 
tional political organizations. What the people here must 
determine is whether a thing is good or ill for the city 
and whether the men elected to city office will perform 
well or badly. 


The committee, in newspaper discussions that are to 


follow, will avoid personalities and ill tempered expres- 
sions. It wants the serious attention of the voters to the

Stuttgart newspaper in which he wrote: 


"I believe there is no God. T am the 


I wish I could torture every 
one. within reach of mv pistol but I 
know I cannot get nil. I have slept for 
yen.rs with a dagger and revolver be- 
neath my pillow."

Many Save Tidy Sums Out 


of Money Allowed to 


Pay for Meals. 


MEN EAT MODERATELY 


New York. Sept. 5.—Four members of 


the Pirates—O'Toole. Adams, Robinson 
and Hyatt—entered a little store near 
Kbbetts Held one day recently and ordered 
lunch. Each player consumed a piece of 
pie and a glass of milk—16 cents. When 
the Cubs were here last they stopped at 
a first-class hotel, European plan, and 
most of them ate their meals at a blc 
bettnory. 


These facts are cited to show how ball 


players manage to save money. 
While 


the teams are on the road tha players 
have, the privilege of eating at their hotel 
or outside. 
If they elect to satisfy the 


Inner man away from the hotel they are 
allowed to charge J3 a day for meals By 
spending 30 cents for breakfast. 40 cents 
for lunch and 50 cents for dinner they are 
ableto make money in 
excess of their 
salaries. 


One of the blgr league teams recently 
rode from St. Louis to this city on a 
twenty-six hour train. Each player was 
allowed to put In a bill for meals on the 
train not to exceed $2.60. 
There were 
three meals, yet 
practically all of 
the 


players sidestepped breakfast and supper, 
having a big feed at 
the noon hour. 


When the train reached a station with a 
lunch room—It might have been Pough- 
keepsle—several players clubbed together 
and hurriedly bought 
four sandwiches, 


two bananas and a bottle of milk, while 
the others, arriving at the Grand Central 
station, made a bee lino for a coffee and 
cake room. 
When Jimmy Sheckard was 
a member of the Brooklyn team he made 
himself ill by eating Irregular meals. He 
used to leap off the train while- on the 
road at lunch towns and buy fruit, hard 
boiled eggs or sandwiches. 
He devoured 


those things In addition to the regular 
meals in the dining car because he was 
always hungy. Bu£ Sheckard was an ex- 
ception to tho gencn-al nilo.

SPEAKS TO TEACHERS 


In his final address 
at 
the Allen 


county tcachprs' institute this morninfr, 
Dr. 11. A. Adrian delivered what w 
considered the best lecture during his 
stay here on the subject of "Heroes of 
Yesterday and the Heroes of Tomor- 
row." 
Dr. Adrian, although he is a re- 


publican in politics, paid the highest of 
high compliments to William J. Bryan, 
when he said that the life of this apostle 
of peace should be taught in the public 
schools as infinitely grander than that 
of the most illustrious warrior history 
can boast. 


Dr. Adrian gave the names of several 


others of the benefactors of our race that 
should 
be recognized 
in 
the 
public 


schools as the real heroes of yesterday, 
instead of the men who won the greatest 
battles of the world's historj-. 
"The 


flags of all countries, our own f>tnrs and 
Stripes," he said, "have always been the 
symbols of war. 
Some day they will 


bu the symbols of peace, and the terri- 
ble 
desolation 
of 
useless wars will 


cease." 


Another address was 
given by Dr. 


Adrian at the morning session today on 
"Mutual Training 
and 
Domestic Sci- 


ence." 
He explained the 
benefit chil- 


dren get from learning in tho school how 
to construct useful articles which can be 
used in every day life, and how to care 
for the home. "0, the lives of infants 
that could 
be 
saved." exclaimed Dr. 


Adrait), "if school children were taught 
the causes of infant mortality and their 
remedies." 


The subject of Dr. John M. Driver at 


the morning session of the institute to- 
day was "Anglo-Saxon World-Suprem- 
acy—How and Why." 
He gave many 


interesting reasons for the supremacy 
of the Anglo-Saxon race and told of the 
possibilities of this great people. 


Dr. Adrian left the city for his home 


in California nt noon today and the in- 
stitute closed with the session this aft- 
ernoon. 


Explains High.Cost of Living. 


At an evening session last night at 


the Wayne Street M. E. church Dr. 
Adrian delivered a lecture on "A Cab- 
bage With a College Education." 
The 


address concerned the wonderful achieve- 
ments of Luther 
Burbank—how the 


geniue of that great wizard eventually 
will solve the high cost of living because 
of his ability to transform the food 
plants of the world. Dr. Adrian laid es- 
pecial stress upon Burbank's evolution of 
the cactus plant, how the formerly offen- 
sive desert plant has been stripped of its 
prickers and 1ms been improved so that 
it now makes an excellent food for cat 
tie, its fibres mode useful in the manu 
facturo of paper and how the alcohol 
which these plants contain is destined to 
run the ititomobilcs and machinery of 
tho world when the price of gasoline is 
llnally pushed upward beyond the reach 
of the common purse. According to Dr. 
Adrian the high cost of living is the re- 
sult of the steady increase in population 
while tho production of the food supply 
has remained stationary. "Tho cost of 
living will continue to rise as long as we 
are content with small yields from tha 
soil. Some day we will have corn that 
dry weather will not destroy (Luther 
Burbank and some of the universities 
have nearly evolved this now), and wheat, 
rice and every food plant that will yield 
double the amount they do at the present 
day." 
Dr. Adrian went on to tell how 


Burbank is evolving lumber trees that 
mature in sixteen yeara, fruit trees re- 
duced to small plants that yield enor- 
mous crops the first year, milkweed made 
to produce rubber as an annual crop, and 
luany others 
of 
the 
wonders 
being 


achieved by Burbank in his wonderland. 


"Teachers, you have the great oppor- 


tunity to teach that men like Luther 
Burbank and Thomas A. Edison, who are 
contributing food for the toilers and lift- 
ing the burdens of our race, arc the real 
heroes, and not the great warriors of his- 
tory. 
All honor to tnesc warriors ot 


peace, these heroes of shop and field." 


At the afternoon session at the high 


school yesterday Dr. Adrian dealt with 
the Japanese and Chinese problems, and 
brought out the pojnt that the question 
of the little yellow people in California 
was mainly due to politics. 


Dr. Driver in the morning talked on 


'My Personal Recollections of Jefferson 
Davis," and at the afternoon session on 
The Anglo-Saxon—Who and Whence?" 
tn the latter lecture he gave an interest- 
"ng account of the characteristics and ori- 
;in of the South German-Saxon people.
